the lie lr future It seems likrly that while
considerable increase is tobe expected there
Mill be a continuous falling; snort or last
year lor some weeks to come, but it is not
yet clear that the wiutcr supply will be so
far below last year as to maik a significant
deficiency. The ttade, how ever, are made
uppicheiibivo as to the futuie, and continue
to be unsettled. Notwithstanding this mod-
erate appreciation in values of product and
the decline noted in prices or liojstiiere is
still a disparity which implies a loss to the
packer n no operates on this basis. But lard
foi .current delivery furnishes a premium,
andureen hams aud shoulders are selling at
picttytullfl uievsothat the packer who
converts as much of the hogs as practicable
into lard, and ?c'ils hams and shoulders at
current puce-- , is likely not doing business
at much if any loss. But hogs must be lower
or product higher in the near tuture to en-
courage active and general packing opera-tion.- "
